Tlrorous health ef former years nas 
f!ce. he Is yet very much alive, and 
It Is possible that another generation 
cay com* into the world to gaze opoa 
thf old fellow and wonder at his eccen- 
tricities. Just as thiir 
grandfathers 


of the tbeory, tocaase his mind flew 
off at a tangent before he pot u> til* 
part of tis speech. 
He was witty 


at limes, entertalainj at times, !>ut 
for ths most part his talk was tire- 
seme and his audlenres left the ha'.'. 
or the public plirej where he was 
speaking long before he had finished. 


The mind cf J. 
X. was early 


wrecked. As a boy and young maa he 
possessed brilliant mental attainments. 
far superior to the youth 
of his 


neighborhood, and it was often said 
that the future hid 
ta store 
high 


honors aad a useful career for Jacob 
X. Free. He was the Boa of a farm- 
er, and was born oa a farm near JIc- 
Cutclieousville. a small village In \Ty- 
andotte couaty, Ohio, on the main 
roai tetween TIEn and Upper San- 
dusky. 
His father, la addition to his 


farm duties, followed teaching as a 
profession, aad taugct the country 
schools for years In that vicinity. The 
old farm home In which J. X. was 
born Ii yet standing along the main 
roal. pointed out frequently to the 
passer-by as the place that gave bir.h 
to the wandering philosopher and ^^ 
apostle of truth. 
J. X. was given 


every advantage In till way of an early 
education, and he improved his oppor- 
tunities. He attended an academy and 
carried o£f the honors of his class. 
Then he studied law, was admitted to 
the l-ar. and entered upon tie practice 
of tt« profession. 


Tried a Murder Case. 


There are several stories aCoat as 


to tie circumstances that led to the 
dethronement of his reason. 
One of 


them Is that It occurred during the 
trial, or, rather, Juit after Its close. 
of a murder case. Xot loss after his 
admi-.£lon to the tar he was empToycd 
to defend a man accused of murder. 
J. X. believed implicitly that his client 
was innocent, and he entered with all 
his energies Into hU defense. 
Fcr: 


several weeks before the trial took 
place fce worked coniJnuously In 
the 


preparation of the testimony and the 
law points that would i»me up at its 
hearing. 


The trial of the case lasted a week. 


During that time J. X. worked assid- 
uously, far into the cijsht, giving him- 
self scarcely any time for sleeps 
His 


rpeeca, the closing one for the defense. 
was a master piece of eloquence. 


acd Free went there. 
He was soon 


la a luccessfal business, and 


was rapidly oa tie raaj to fortune at 
MaysTllle. when. In a tingle eight, in 
IK2. fire practically destroyed the en- 
tire business sectloa of the town. The 
bulldlne la which J. X. was located 
was turned, and almost everything he 
tad was lost 
His escape from tie 


building was miraculous, and the 
night's horrors were of such a ta- 
tnre that his reason was again affect- 
ed. 
For a few years he sought 
to 


bring fortune's imilcs back to him but 
was unsuccessful, and he returned to 
his old home In Ohio. The condition 
of his ia!nl continued to grow worse, 
and he was seized with the fancy that 
he was ths apostle of truth. 
He be- 


gan a lecturing tour, rpeaklcg oa gor- 
ernmentil questions and calling him- 
self then the Demosthenes of Acer- 
tra." 
In tie memorable presidential 


campaign preceding tie war of the re- 
bellion he took a part, not. however, 
as a Republican or. a Democrat. He 
campaigned Independently, speaking 
whenever and wherever his winder- 
ings took him. The breaking out of 
the Trar evolved ia hij dem*nted mini 
his thetry for the solution of the dif- 
ficulties ttat separated the north and 
the south, a theory which, if accepted, 
he ciaiatalnVd 
wouM

He claimed that both sides 
tcre right, -viewed, from their own 
standpoints.- and both wrong, "viewed 
from the ttandpoint of the other."
